added to the acid, which must be well agi- 
tated during the operation, so as to bring the 
ammonium sulphide in contact with every part 
of it, the result being the precipitation of the 
metals and other impurities above mentioned 
contained inthe acid. This result is due to the 
union of the ammonium sulphide with the 
oxygen of the oxides, thereby converting the 
latter into sulphides, which are insoluble, and 
converting the ammonium sulphide into am- 
monium sulphate, which is soluble and re- 
mains in solution in the acid. The acid is 
then taken and passed through a filter 
contained in a lead-lined tank having a per- 
forated diaphragm or false bottom, on 
which the filtering material rests. The 
material must be of a substance not acted 
upon by sulphuric acid, and the substance 
which will best answer the purpose is said to 
be finely-divided lead or glass, which is placed 
on the perforated bottom or diaphragm to a 
depth of from six to twelve inches. The sul- 
phides precipitated with the ammonium sul- 
phide are collected on the top of the filter, and

The warm sun has been bringing the frost out 
of the ground at a rapid rate and the snow is 
fast disappearing within the city limits. The 
ice has gone out of the river and the volume 
of water which is pouring over the dam is 
sufficient to run more mills than the city con- 
tains at present. It is a great pity that this 
surplus water cannot be stored till the dry 
season comes. As regards business there is 
very little to say, because no marked change 
has taken place since last week. Some of the 
mill owners think they see a slight improve- 
ment in their business and they hope to see 
more of it before long. This is noticeable 
mainly among the book and news mills, and 
is not as general as could be desired. Still, 
there are no very large stocks in the market, 
and it seems as if some buying must be done 
before long. The mills are all doing a mode- 
rate business and many find ways of working 
off their products even in adulltime. The 
stock market shows no new features worth 
mentioning. The manufacturers show very 
little inclination to buy more than they actually 
need, and they turn a deaf ear to the solicita- 
tions of the wily drummers who endeavor to 
make large sales. There is little or no change 
in prices. 

I noticed in last week’s JOURNAL, among 
Dandy’s ‘* Watermarks,” a statement made by 
a Philadelphia paper that the amount invested 
by paper manufacturers in that city and vicin- 
ity was $20,000,000, and he calls for Hol- 
yoke’s record. Now, while we cannot ap- 
proach those figures, we can name some of 
which we are not ashamed, considering the 
fact that we have not entered our ‘‘ teens” as 
acity. The amount of capital directly invest- 
ed in the paper industry in this State foots up 
$12,432,846, and of this amount $3,500,978 is 
placed in this city. The annual product in 
the State is valued at $18,358,361, and one- 
half of this amount must be credited to Hol- 
yoke and vicinity, this city’s share alone being 
$4,808,447. We consider this an excellent 
showing. 

Alderman J. E. Clark, of the Dickinson & 
Clark Paper Company, has just returned from 
a pleasant trip to the Old Dominion, and he 
speaks very encouragingly of the business 
outlook at Richmond and vicinity. He con- 
siders business fully as good, if not better, 
than it is in New York, and the dealers are 
looking for a good spring trade. While in 
Richmond, Mr. Clark visited many places of 
historic interest.

Regiment, paymaster for J. D. Whitmore &

Fred. M. Towne, paymaster for the Frank- | 
lin Paper Company, has gone West on busi- |

The Valley Paper Company is to add a new 
branch to its business, that of putting up fine 
stationery. One style of goods, to be known 
as ‘‘French linen,” will be put up in neat 
pasteboard boxes, one-quarter of a ream of 
cream-laid octavo paper and one-eighth of a 
thousand enyelopes to match being placed in 
the boxes. The Valley Company has a repu- 
tation for making good goods and their new 
venture ought to succeed. 

F. W. Hunt, who is to be superintendent 
for the new glazed paper company, 1s at work 
with a force of men placing the machinery in 
the new building owned by the Syms & Dud- 
ley and Nonotuck Paper companies. 

Elisha Morgan, of the Springfield Morgan 
Envelope Company, and Mrs. Morgan, gave a 
very pleasant reception this week in honor of 
the ‘coming out” of their daughter Helen. 
Over three hundred persons were present, and 
it was one of the pleasantest affairs of the sea- 
son. The house was beautifully decorated with 
flowers and potted plants ; an orchestra dis- 
coursed sweet music and a banquet was served. 

Samuel Rust, for many years employed by 
the Hampshire Paper Company, of South 
Hadley Falls, has been engaged by the Hol- 
yoke Paper Company to superintend its finish- 
ing department. 

The Parsons Paper Company expended 
$50,000 not long ago in repairing and improv- 
ing its mill and now another part of the mill 
is to undergo similar treatment. Seven new 
washing engines are to replace those now in 
use, new floors will be laid and a new 125 
horse-power Fitchburg steam engine will be 
put in, which will give the company 250 horse- 


power to use when the water in the river is low.

The conditions of the several branches 
of the paper trade still continue as previously 
reported, without any satisfactory changes. 

The rag market might be called dull, though 





| some little movement is of daily occurrence. 


Dealers are firm in their views relative to 
prices, while paper makers are just as firm in 
their disposition to do without stock fora time. 

The chemical market is quiet, though re- 
ported firm and steady. Bleaching powder is 
quoted at 1.60c. to r%c. Forty-eight per 
cent, caustic soda ash is quoted at 1%c. to 
1.42%c.; high test 1.35c. to 1.40c. Sal soda, 
1.04c. Seventy per cent. soda ash, 25¢c. for 
60 per cent. English clay is ruling at $19 
with very light spot stocks—hardly five tons 
in store. Southern clay is without change in 
quotation. Rosins still hold as previously 
quoted ; demand not very active. 

The imports of chemicals for the week to 
date comprise 366 casks of bleaching powders, 
500 drums of caustic soda and 459 casks of 
soda ash. 

Receipts of paper stock for the same period 





of time foot up 2,429 bales of rags, 1,311 bales 
of paper stock, 755 bales of paper waste, 109 
bales of cotton waste, 322 bales of flax waste 
and 22 coils of old rope. 

Other receipts show 600 barrels of Venetian 
red, 100 bags of hide cuttings, 142 bags of old 
pickers, 24 casks of Southern clay and 342 
barrels of rosin. 

For the month of March the total imports 
of paper stock figure up: 400 bales of rags, 
5,538 bales of paper stock, 23,316 bales of jute 
butts, 1,736 bundles of wood pulp and 898 
coils of old rope—against 5,870 bales of rags, 
5,237 bales of paper stock, 1,311 bundles of 
wood pulp and go coils of old rope for March, 
1884. 

The total imports of chemicals for last 
| month comprise 3,331 casks of bleaching pow- 
der, 1,650 drums of caustic soda, 1,368 casks 
of soda ash and 280 barrels of soda crystals. 

Of miscellaneous imports for the same 
period there were received 1,218 bags and 
bales of hide cuttings, 1,334 barrels of rosin 
and 120 casks of clay. 

The total receipts of paper stock at this 





port for the quarter ended March 31, 1885, 
were as follows: 7,585 bales of rags, 22,953 
bales of paper stock, 2,134 coils of old rope, 
8,472 bundles of wood pulp, 686 bales of old 
baggings and 23,316 bales of jute butts. 

For the first quarter of 1884 the total re- 
ceipts were 20,145 bales of rags, 17,045 bales 
of paper stock, 1o2 coils of old rope, and 
4.475 bales of wood pulp. 

The receipts of chemicals for the quarter 
just closed of 1885, compared with the imports 
of the first three months of 1884, show quite a 
falling off. The figures for 1885 show 9,407 
casks of bleaching powder, 5,024 drums of 
caustic soda, 5,547 casks of soda ash, and 
4,059 barrels of soda crystals, against 12,022 
casks of bleaching powder, 6,241 drums of 
caustic’ soda, 6,503 casks of soda ash, and 
4,922 barrels of soda crystals for the first quar- 
ter of 1884. 

Dealers in straw wrappings report a dull 

trade, owing partly to the unfavorable weather

There is a very fair demand reported for 
| box-makers’ boards, but prices are very un- 
satisfactory to dealers. Lined boardsare sell- 
ing for $27 ; plain boards at $30;

An English paper speaks of an improve- 
ment in cylinder machines designed for pro- 
ducing two endless sheets of paper on one 
sheet of cardboard. Two double-cylinder 
machines are combined with single wet presses 
and double wet presses ; there being also dry- 
ing, finishing and ‘‘ botching” machinery. 

Each cylinder machine consists of two 
cylinder-boxes, a wet felt, a felt washer, a pair 
of ‘‘ squeezers,” and felt rolls. Each cylinder 
box has a separate pulp inlet, a draining cylin- 
der, a couch roll, and two agitators. Above 
the second double-cylinder machine a dry felt 


of paper. Each wet press has a pair of roll- 
ers; one of the wet presses is furnished with a 
felt, a felt washer, a pair of ‘‘squeezers,” and 
felt rolls, 


The double wet press has two pairs 
of rollers in one frame, but working in pairs 
independently from one another. 
machine is fitted with drying rolls, preferably 
placed in two rows. The double finishing 
press resembles the double wet press. The 
necessary guide rollers and accessories are 
provided,

The mill at present has one 84-inch Fourdri- 
nier machine, and it is the intention of the 
company to move the machinery from the 
Clackamas mill in Oregon to the new plant.

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The Doctor. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

I have often wondered in these days of pat- 
ents that some one has not invented a better 
plan for working the ‘‘doctor” on the press 
roll. While every other part about the ma- 
chine has been renovated and improved, the 
‘* doctor” seems to have been passed by as of 
no importance. It is almost impossible, un- | 
der our present system of working the ‘‘ doc- 
tor,” to keep the blade in one position on the 
roll. Every machine tender knows that, as 
the blade nears it, it gets lower and has occa- 
sionally to be raised to its former situation, 
thus throwing the bevel out of shape for fitting 
the roll every time, and this gives a good deal 
of trouble before it wears into shape again. 
This objectionable feature in the ‘‘ doctor” is 
the result of its being hung on hinges. . 

It seems to me that if the *‘doctor” was 
placed in a frame with the edge of the blade 


in a yielding box, which might be keyed to or 
cast in the ‘‘ doctor,” that the latter, as it wears 
down, would feed itself, and under every cir- 
cumstance be kept in one position ; in other 
words, it would operate similar to that of the 
cross-cut bed-knife of a dag-cutter or revolving 

trimmer knives. If any of your readers can | 
suggest a better plan or even offer an amend- 
ment I would be glad, before applying for a

It should be 
a good one with any decently honest man- 
agement, for there was never a better founda- 
tion upon which to ground the business struc- 
ture. The coal has an intrinsic value, it is 
wanted in certain quantity, and an adequate 
return should be forthcoming. As_ the 
past week has been of a somewhat milder 
| temperature than heretofore—for say sixteen 
weeks—the business has been devoid of any 
scenes of anxiety and activity. All the same 
we are placing a large tonnage; and there will 
soon come an activity which is likely to take 
care of the April output—2,400,000 tons— 
without any difficulty. As a rule $4 for stove 
size is the quotation, and it seems to us ,a low 
|;one, and the steam sizes, as they are called, 
are kept at a low range in order not to give 
the trade up entirely to soft coal. It is the 
opinion of many of the conservative members 
of this branch of the coal trade that there 
should be some announcement of a program 
for the season ; the probable course of prices 
should be made known, if at all possible.”

New Rates of Postage. 





On July 1 the following important 
changes will be made in the rates of postage : 

1. Any article in a newspaper or other pub- 
lication may be marked for observation, except 
by written or printed words, without increase 
of postage. 

2. All newspapers sent from the office of | 
publication, including sample copies, or when | 
sent from a news agency to actual subscribers 
thereto, or to other news agents, shall be en- 
titled to transmission at the rate of ic. per 
pound or fraction thereof, the postage to be 
prepaid. 

3. The weight of all single-rate letters is 
increased from one-half of one ounce each or 
fraction thereof to one ounce each or fraction 
thereof. The same increase of weight is al- 
lowed for drop letters, whether mailed at sta- 
tions where there is a free delivery or where 
carrier service is not established. 

4. A special stamp of the value of ten cents 
may be issued, which, when attached to a let- 
ter, in addition to the lawful postage thereon, 
shall entitle the letter to immediate delivery at 
any place containing 4,000 population or over, 
according to the Federal census, within the 
carrier limit of any free delivery office, or 
within one mile of the post-office or any other 
post-office coming within the provisions of 
this law which may, in like manner, be desig 
nated as a special delivery office, that such 
specially stamped letters shall be delivered 


between seven o'clock A. M. and midnight ; | 


that a book shall be provided in which 
the person to whom the letter is addressed 
shall acknowledge its receipt ; that messengers
